tion with the Utah Central, a distance 
of only 490 miles, 
thus giving us a 


continuous railroad from Los Angeles 
to tbe Western terminus of the Union 
Pacific. 
The through connection 
is 


now under consideration, and 
meets, 


we are informed, the approval of Sen- 
ator Jones and other capitalists 
asso- 


ciated with him. 
The building of the 


road from this city to Independence, 
we regard as a certainty. 
The citizens 


of this 
county have 
subscribed 
the 


amount?s3oo,ooo?-asked 
by the Incor- 


porators, and every part of the work 
is moving 
forward. 
The route 
has 


been surveyed and the road located 
a 


greater 
portion of the distance 
be- 


tween Santa Monica and the Eastern 
end ofCajon Pass. 
The heaviest portion

getting rich, that some of the papers are so 
continuously spreading 
before the country lv 


regard 
to this section of the United 
States. 


These 
reports are of the 
most exaggerated 
character, and are calculated 
to ruin many 
families if not corrected. 
Itis true this Is not 
a bad 
country to live In. but it Is nothing 
like what ItIs reported to be. The heavy frost 
ofthe last month has ruined the prospect for 
crops for this year. 
The wheat and 
barley 


crops had 
headed 
out, and the frost proved 
their ruin. 
Fruits, too, are killed,and all the 


resources 
of this kind are cut off. It Is true 
that this is an unusual 
season, and 
that the 
like may not occur for years to come. 
Not 


one-half of those now here can find employ- 
ment. 
I would not advise any one to migrate to 


California this year. Ifthey arc making hut 
a halfofa living they will do belter than they 
would In this country, unless they come with 
plenty of means. 
Itis true that this is a flnecltmate, and that 


those with money can have almost

ury they want; bnt those who come here with

of making that money will 


have a rough t ime of it.
